This Office action is in answer to the application filed 8/21/2003. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

With regard to claims 1-9: none of the references of record prior to applicant's filing date 
discloses, teaches, or suggests a capacitance charge device with adjustable clamping voltage comprising, 
inter alia, a clamping circuit, connected between an ON/OFF switch device and a high-farad capacitance 
and also connected to an output terminal of a switching power supply device, and the clamping circuit 
responds to a clamping voltage that can be compared with an actual voltage so as to control the on/off 
operations of the switch device and in turn control the ON/OFF conductions between the power supply 
device and the capacitance.
